WASHINGTON, March 3.—(/P) 
War spending reached a new peak 
of $2,201,081,089 in February.

February costs brought defense- 
war spending for the first eight 
months of the fiscal year to $12,- 
516,021,882.

Continuing the thought suggest- 
ed in yesterday’s column—priori- 
ties of the Spirit—I would like to 
go a step fur- 
ther today with 
the thought 
that there must 
be singleness of

Paul got his 
idea of single- 
ness of purpose 

from the Lord Jesus Christ. In the 
Sermon on the Mount, Jesus said: 
“Where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. The light 
of the body is the eye; if, there- 
fore, thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 
No man can serve two masters. 
Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. ... But seek ye first 
the Kingdom . of God and His 
righteousness, and_all these things 
shall be added unto you.” 
Paul put it superbly when he 
said, “This one thing I do... .” 
Singleness of purpose. It re- 
quires singleness of purpose to be 
a good soldier, and it requires sin- 
gleness of purpose to be a good 
supporter of good soldiers. It is 
singleness of purpose that we need 
in this country today. Given sin- 
gleness of purpose in winning this 
war—a clear understanding of 
what is involved if we win it, or 
if we lose it, and all our present 
distressing problems will melt 
away like the morning fog before 
the rising sun. 
Ruskin put it well when he

American expeditionary forces, 
he says, were sent to Ireland to 
deal with Hitler when he starts 
turning to the Western Hemi- 
sphere. He thinks it wouldn't be 
a bad idea for the United States 
to negotiate with the Irish Free 
State, which, so far, has remained 
neutral, concerning the building of 
bases there.

Part of 1943 Levy 
Would Be Taken Out 
of Pay Checks. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—() 
You'll be finding part of your fed- 
eral income tax deducted from 
your paycheck by your employer 
pretty soon, if congress approves 
a suggestion made today by Sec- 


retary Morgenthau. 


The Treasury head said such 
“collection at the source” probably 
would be necessary for the “con- 
venience” of the taxpayer, and 
also to stop him from spending 
his money in some _ inflationary 
way before tax time rolls around. 
The secretary asked congress to 
give him the authority to start 
the plan whenever he thought 
necessary and in any amount up 
to 10 per cent of a paycheck after 
allowance of credits for depend- 
ents. 


Here’s how it would 
10 per cent rate: 

Salaries and Wages—Any em- 
ployer paying more than $16 a 
week to a single person or more 
than $32 a week to a married per- 
son would check off 10 per cent 
of any wages in excess of those 
amounts and send the money to 
the Treasury évery month. If the 
employe had children or other de- 
pendents, an additional $8.50 a 
week would be exempt from the 
deduction for each dependent. 
Thus a married man with two 
children, earning $50 a week, 
would have a nexemption of 
plus $17, or $49, and his employer 
would deduct only 10 per cent of 
the remaining one dollar of his 
salary, and the Treasury would 
get 10 cents a week. 

Dividends and Interest—In: cer- 
tain cases, particularly stock divi- 
dends and corporate bond inter- 
est, the corporations would deduct

But, nevertheless, around this time of the year baseball sort of 
creeps into the blood, so I am at the present organizing a 
post baseball team under the auspices of Captain W. J. Corn- 
well, the post special service officer. We will have the use 
of the local Selma baseball park, as Selma will not have a 
team in the Southeastern League this year. 

“IT am writing you in hopes that you can find a little space 
in your column to publicize this, as your column is very 
avidly read and will help us a great deal in booking games. 
We would like to book as many games as possible with some 
of the leading teams in this section, if possible, at our home 
park, as we are not at liberty to travel so far from our air 
base, 

“I shall more than appreciate it if you will do this, Jack, 
in behalf of Captain Cornwell and all the boys on the team. 
We should have a real team, as many of the boys have played 
quite a bit of good baseball.

“Anyway, the idea is that sports got themselves in a 
tough spot over there, and the same thing easily could 
happen here if those who make their living out of them 
start stressing their importance. Nothing is important now 
except winning the war. If sports can be’ conducted so 
they don’t interfere with that aim, so much the better.”

First Attack of War on 
U.S. Soil in the 
Atlantic. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, March 
3.—(4)—An enemy vessel, presum- 
ably a submarine, made the war’s 


first attack on United States soil 


in the Atlantic last night, harm- 


lessly shelling the cliffs of Mona 
island, a pinpoint of volcanic rock 
in the Mona Passage 50 miles 
southwest of Puerto Rico. 

The office of Governor Rexford 
Guy Tugwell announced today that 
word of the attack came in a ra- 
dio message from Remberto Cass- 
aba, assistant director of a Nation- 
al Youth Administration camp on’ 
that island. 

Cassaba informed Sam P. Gil- 
strap, National Youth administra- 
tor for Puerto Rico, that some 30 
shells landed far up on the cliffs 
and caused no damage or casual- 
ties. 

Cassaba said the boys at the 
camp “behaved very well,” but 
added, “we want protection at 
once.” 

Forestry officials confirmed the 
attack, which was put down here 
merely as nuisance shelling, in 
contrast with that of the Dutch 
island of Aruba and the attack on 
ships in harbor at the British is- 
land of Trinidad.

cial comment, but dismissed any |
